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Concordia to mark Lawton’s 500th victory on Saturday 


The legendary career of Concordia University women’s hockey coach Les Lawton will be cele- 
brated in pregame ceremonies at the Ed Meagher Arena, 7200 Sherbrooke St. W., on Saturday, Feb. 
15 at 2 p.m. Following the honors, the Stingers will face off against the Carleton Ravens. 

Lawton recorded his 500th victory as head coach of the Stingers last Friday with a 6-2 win over 
the UQTR Patriotes in Trois-Riviéres, Que. It was a historic victory as the mentor became only the third 
Canadian university hockey coach to reach this prestigious milestone, joining the University of 
Alberta’s Clare Drake and Concordia’s own Paul Arsenault who recorded his 500th victory on Feb. 3, 
1984. Lawton, however, is the first women’s coach to join the 500 club. 

The coach has been at the helm of the Stingers’ program since the 1983-'84 season. He has 
won 14 Quebec university titles and two national championships, including the inaugural one in 1998 
which was hosted by Concordia. He has coached seven All-Canadians and 14 national teams play- 
ers. Cammi Granato, considered by many to be the best women’s hockey player in the world, Karyn 

ye and Therese Brisson — all Olympians — honed their skills under Lawton’s guidance. 

Everyone is welcome to attend the game, joining Stinger fans, alumni and the Lawton family in 
honoring the most accomplished women’s hockey coach in the history of the game. Tickets will be on 
sale at the door.

Corey Cup set for Valentine’s Day at Ed Meagher Arena 


The 16th annual Corey Cup.— symbolic of men’s university hockey supremacy in Montreal — will 
be played Friday at 7:30 p.m. at Concordia’s Ed Meagher Arena. The Stingers will battle their 
crosstown rivals, the McGill Redmen, for the honor. 

The Stingers are the defending champions, having won the 2002 Cup with a 3-1 victory over 
the Redmen last Jan. 19. Concordia has a 7-6-2 record in the series, while McGill boasts a 5-6-2 
record. (In 1991 and ‘93, the Stingers played the UQTR Patriotes for the Corey Cup). 

The Stingers and Redmen have split their four-game season series. Concordia won 4-2 on Oct. 
13 and 5-3 on Feb. 1, while McGill’s victories came Oct. 27 (3-2) and Jan. 24 (4-1). 

Concordia has been on a roll lately, posting a 3-1-1 record over the last five games. Left wing 
Chris Page has been instrumental in the team’s recent success. He picked up five goals and two 
assists for seven points in the Stingers’ two games last weekend. 

Tickets will be available at the door. The prices are: $7 for adults, $5 for visiting students, $3 for 
Concordia students and seniors, while children 13 years of age and under are admitted free of charge.
